Shelton burst out of the gates, 
winning 10 of its first 1 5 games while 
traveling around the state of Florida. 
That stretch included an opening 
series sweep of Alabama Southern 
and a 3-game set of wins in 
Okaloosa-Wa Iton. 
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Year in and year out, the ACCC is 
known as one of the finest baseball 
conferences in the state. The league's 
teams have proven their worth with 
their competitiveness and 

postseason success. 

Facing a difficult Jeff State team, 
Shelton took the series winning all 3 
games 9-6, 11-3 and 7-0 respectively. 
The next two weekends saw Shelton 
facing stiff competition in Northwest 
Shoals and Wallace-State Hanceville. 
Shelton dropped all 6 games facing 
one of the top hurlers in the state -

to defend their state title, the Bucs 
had to step up to the competition

The Bucs answered with 
consecutive series wins over Lawson 
State, Marion Military Institute, 
Gadsden State, Bevill State - 
Sumiton, Snead State and Bevill State 
- Fayette. The Bucs would enter the 
State Tournament with a third place 
seeding finishing the regular season 
behind Northwest Shoals and 
Wallace-State Hanceville. 
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
